DIATH OP POBEDONOSTZEFF 


The Man Who for Twenty-Five Years 
Practically Ruled Russia. 
8t. Petersburg, March 25.—M. Pobe- 
donostzeff, ex-procurator 
general 
of 
the holy synod, is dead. 
M. 
Pobedonostzeff had dominated 
the reactionary influences in Russia 
for twenty-five years. 
He was eighty- 
one years old, and until the recent 


ukase conferring religious liberty upon 
the empire, was the power behind the 
throne, with a long list of victories 
over the reform forces. 
As head of 
the Greek church, Pobedonostzeff was 
primarily responsible for the cruel per­ 
secution of the Jews and Polish Cath­ 
olics in the czar's dominions. 
He had 
always been an unrelenting foe to the 
United States and to the spread of 
American ideas in Russia. 
His career 
shows him to have been possessed of 
great energy and ability. 
He was 
born a peasant, but worked his way 
to Kieff to study in the university 
there. 
He was tutor in the family of 
Alexander II., then privy councillor, 
and was made procurator general by 
Alexander III., when the latter suc­ 
ceeded to the throne.

BIG TRACTION DEAL 


Gigantic 
Merger of Traction 


Interests In Indiana Has 


Been Effected. 


GREATEST IN THE WORLD 


Plan« Now lu flnnd Contemplate the 
Combination o f Lines Thut Will 
Form Ama/.ing 8}stem. 


Hugh .1. McGowan and His Asso­ 
ciateli Conclude « Deal o f Far- 
iienching Importance. 


Indianapolis, March 25.—A distin­ 
guished party of Indiana traction men 
headed by Hugh J, McGowan, head of 
the Dolan-Morgan-McGowan syndicate 
in this state, today closed a deal for the 
property of the Stone-W ebster compa­ 
ny of Boston, at Terre Haute. 
The 
representatives of the two Interests 
met at Terre Haute and completed the 
transaction by which Mr. McGowan 
and his associates have acquired the 
Terre Haute city lines, and a traction 
road from Terre Haute to Brazil. 
Mr. 
McGowan and his associates also ac­ 
quired the interurban line from Terre 
Haute to Sullivan: from Terre Haute 
to Clinton; from T**rre Haute to Paris, 
111., and the Terre Haute electric light 
plant. 
These properties will form an im­ 
portant part of the lines included in 
the Terre Haute, Indianapolis & East­ 
ern Traction company, for which ar­ 
ticles of Incorporation were filed Sat­ 
urday. The capitalization of this com ­ 
pany was 
$25.000,000, with a bond 
issue of $10,000,000. 
The consummation of the deal at 
Terre Haute today, It is said, will he 
a long step in the development of the 
traction properties In Indiana. 
The 
company is now building a line be­ 
tween Indianapolis and Brazil by the 
way of Plainfield and Greencastle, and 
expects to be running cars between 
here and Terre Haute within a short 
time. 
It Is declared also that the In- 
dianapolis-Terre Haute property will 
eventually be a link in a direct trac­ 
tion route between here and St. Ixmis. 
The other traction properties taken 
over by the new* company are the In­ 
dianapolis & Martinsville Rapid Tran­ 
sit company; the Indianapolis & East­ 
ern Traction company; the Richmond 
Street Railway and Interurban com ­ 
pany; the Indianapolis & Northw est­ 
ern Traction company; the fndianap- 
olls & Plainfield company, and the In 
dlanapolls & W estern Traction com ­ 
pany. 
The development of these lines un­ 
der the direction of Mr. McGowan dur­ 
ing the last five years is regarded as 
marvelous, and it is said that still 
greater forward steps are contem plat­ 
ed by him and his associates. 
Im­ 
provements are being made with the 
view of attaining the highest perfec­ 
tion in traction transportation and for 
the purpose of demonstrating that the 
traction lines are one of the most im ­ 
portant factors in the development of 
the state. 
It is understood that Mr. McGowan 
will be president of the new company, 
as he has had direct supervision of 
all the properties. 
When the Improve­ 
ments now contemplated are com plet­ 
ed Mr, McGowan will have under his 
supervision here the largest traction 
system In the country and what is now 
said by traction experts to be the fin­ 
est transportation system of the kind 
In the world. 
Mr. McGowan cam e to Indianapolis 
In 1899 and succeeded within a few' 
months In untangling the difficulties 
in which the Indianapolis city lines 
were enmeshed. 
He is now' recog­ 
nized as the pioneer in the promotion 
and development of the interurban 
rodds of this state. 


Fusionist Pleas Overruled. 
I/Ouisville, Ky., March 25.—Judges 
Miller and Kirby handed down a de­ 
cision in the contested Louisville city 
election cases, sustaining the Demo­ 
cratic party and refusing to nullify 
the 1905 election, by which P. 0. Barth 
was chosen mayor, except In a few 
unimportant cases involving only mag­ 
istrates and constables. 
The court 
holds that 
fraud 
was practiced In 
Louisville In the election of 1905, but 
that It was not sufficient to invalidate 
the election. 
All the pleas of the fu- 
slonlsts are overruled, An appeal will 
be tak« n to tin * state court of appeals. 


Arson Cases Dismissed. 
Boonville, Ind.. March 25.—Frank B. 
Fulling, the wealthy Lynnvllle (Ind.) 
merchant charged by indictment with 
the burning of the whole town of 
Lynnvllle last July to secure Insur­ 
ance, which was considered high for 
the property insured, has been releas­ 
ed by having the charge against him 
nolled. 
Now that Fulling is a free 
man his attorneys will press the suits 
he has Instituted against ten Insur­ 
ance companies. 


Teacher Demands Damages. 
Evansville, Ind., March 25.- Frank 
W. Cooley, superintendent of the Ev­ 
ansville schools, has been made de­ 
fendant In a $20,000 slander suit filed 
by Miss Sadie F. Hickman, a young 
teacher whom he discharged from the 
school and afterward made Improper 
statem ents about her for publication.

POLITICAL GOSSIP 


Paramount Issue In Next Campaign to 
Be Liquor Question. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 25,— From 
Indications on both sid«*s of the sa­ 
loon question It is becom ing more ap­ 
parent that it will be one of the para­ 
mount issues in the n«*xt state cam­ 
paign. 
T he anti-saloon forces are not 
much m ore active than the brewers 
and others engaged in the liquor busi­ 
ness who seem to realize that their 
victory during the recent legislature 
was only temporary. 
The brewers 
and saloonists, however, are more con­ 
fident than they have been for a long 
time, and it Is no longer a secret that 
they do not Intend to line up with the 
Democrats, but to exercise a control­ 
ling Influence over the party. 
By do­ 
ing so they will feel more confident 
that the party will deliver the goods 
during the legislature, which in all the 
liquor Interests desire. So far as most 
of the Republican leaders are con- 
cernod, they are willing to admit that 
the attitude of the Dem ocrats may 
force them to advocate a high license 
plank in their state platform next year. 
In fact, most politicians seem to think 
that the line of demarkation between 
the tw'o old parties on the temperance 
question will he ho distinct next year 
that one will stand squarely for high 
license and further restriction of the 
liquor traffic. 


MEN ADMIRE 


Leaders of the Anti-Saloon League 
movement are confident that Indiana 
will be a prohibition state within the 
next ten years. They point to the suc­ 
cessful work now being done under 
the Moore amendment to the Nich­ 
olson law. 
Hundreds of saloons are 
being put out of business. 
There are 
more “dry” counties now than there 
have been for many years. As evidence 
of the strength of the league all of the 
territory between Hammond and La­ 
fayette on the Monon road with the 
exception of the little town of Rey­ 
nolds has recently been freed from sa­ 
loons. T he league is making an active 
campaign every day of the year. Near­ 
ly a score of strong speakers are In 
the field 
all 
the 
time 
urging the 
m asses to renewed activity against the 
saloons. 
At the headquarters here it 
is stated that any 
individual who 
thinks that the temperance sentim ent 
is not grow ing by leaps and bounds is 
not In touch with the situation. 
One 
of the league officials today said that 
If the m atter of whether or not there 
should be saloons In the state were 
put to a vote before the people, the 
majority against the saloon would be 
overwhelm ing. 
He also added that 
while thousands of tem perance advo­ 
cates did not regard the high license j 
bill as a real temperance m easure, the; 
anti-saloon forces largely w ere for thel 
measure, believing that it would have; 
wiped out hundreds of saloons. 
He 
declared that the feeling am ong the] 
members of the league that the ina 
Jority against the saloons will be enor­ 
mous If the matter were put to a vote 
was responsible for the favorable con­ 
sideration of the proposed local op­ 
tion bill. 
He said that m any veterans 
in the anti-saloon crusade are now 
convinced that the rem onstrance laws 
are sufficient as they now stand and 
that 
m ore 
can 
be 
accom plished 
through the enactment of a local op 
tion law that will provide for a secret 
ballot as to whether or not there shall 
be any saloons.

The Impression is beginning to gain 
giound am ong the Dem ocratic politi­ 
cians that William R. Hearst and his 
lieutenants do not propose to wrait any 
longer to start things a-going against 
Chairman Taggart. They believe that 
the war of extermination is now on 
and that Taggart will have the fight 
of his life to keep from being wiped 
off of the political map in this state. 
Many politicians believe, however, that 
Taggart is stronger with his party 
now than he has been for the last two 
or three years. 
The result of the na­ 
tional election was a blat k eye to 
him in his own state in spite of the 
generally conceded fact that he was 
powerless to change things.

concern that diplomatic and consular 
officials In China have been instructed 
to keep W ashington advised in regard ! 
to the situation ami every turn taken, f 
That the Chinese government recog­ 
nizes the danger is shown by the fact 
that Viceroy Tuan Fang of Yan King 
has memorialized the throne for one 
million dollars to purchase East In- • 
dian rice to feed his people. 
Undoubt­ 
edly this step was taken to offset the 
work that has been done by the sedi- j 
tionary societies as well as to relieve 
the im m ediate suffering. 
In taking this ! 
action the viceroy predicted a general 
uprising in the famine stricken dis­ 
tricts unless prompt relief Is provided, 
hut he did not refer to the trouble 
that has been stirred up by th«* anti- 
governm ent societies. 
An extra effort will be made in the 
United States to broaden the scope of 
the m ovem ent to find relief for the 
Chinese.

It la Believed There That W ar Has 


Ended. 


Washington, 
.March 
25,— President 
Bonilla has fled from the battlefield 
and the Central American war has 
practically ended, according to cable 
dispatches 
received 
in 
Washington 
Sunday by the Nicaraguan minister, 
Mr. Corea. 
The fall of the Honduras 
capital, Tegucigalpa, today is predict­ 
ed by the Nicaraguan secretary of for­ 
eign affairs. Mr. Gamese. 
The cablegram from the secretary 
of foreign affairs follows: 
“ Choluteea 
taken. 
Salvadorean 
and 
Henduran 
combined armies defeated. 
President 
Bonilla hidden in San Lorenzo with 
200 men. 
Sent steamers to capture 
them. 
Tegucigalpa will be taken to­ 
morrow.” 
General Romlriez, general director 
pf telegraphs and telephones, sends 
this message: 
“ It Is my opinion that 
the war is terminated. 
Bonilla has 
fled from Choluteea to sail.” 
When shown the press dispatch an­ 
nouncing that President Bonilla had 
fled from Honduras by boat, Minister 
Corea expressed the opinion that the 
fugitive president would go to Sal­ 
vador and again recruit his army for 
a second attack on Nicaragua unless 
the Fnited States and Mexico exercise 
their good offices to the extent of in­ 
sisting that Salvador and Guatemala 
maintain neutrality. 
If this is done, 
Mr, Corea says the war is ended, 
otherwise he is firmly convinced that 
it will he only a question of a short 
time until hostilities are again resum­ 
ed. 
The Nicaraguan minister today 
asked Secretary R(«ot and the Mexican 
ambassador, Mr. Creel, to take some 
steps to force Salvador and Guatemala 
to keep their neutrality pledge.
